RE IF ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine 
with the advice ol the Advisory Council thereof:- 

1. i his Ordinance may lie cited as tin* Customs Frontier 
and Prescribed Routes Ordinance, 1924, and shall come into 
force on the date hereof.

1° declare that there shall he established for the purpose ol the 
collection of customs duties a frontier which shall be within

, 1 . (|) Any person resident within the area between the 
political frontiers of Palestine and the customs frontier which 
may he prescribed in accordance with Section 2 hereof, who 
is a grower of lohacco or who on the dale at which (his 
Ordinance comes into force is in possession of any maiiulactured 
or ntimaiiniacliired tobacco shall within 1.) days from I he dale 
of the local publication of this Ordinance furnish a declaration 
to the Director of Customs and Trade stating the weight o! 
lohacco on hand at th*3 said date. If the person is illiterate he 
shall make a declarut on which shall he witnessed before an 
officer of the (iovernineiit. 


(2) Any person who fails to make such declaration 
within the lime prescribed or who makes a false declaration shall 
he liable to a line not exceeding £E. 100 or to imprisonment not 
exceeding six nionthsor to both these penalties; and in addition, 
any lohacco in respecl of which the doclaralion should have heen 
made shall he confiscated.

5. Any (foods found in transport to or from Palestine in 
contravention of an order issued under Section 2 or Section 4 of 
this Ordinance shall be contraband within the meaning of the 
Customs Regulations and shall he liable to confiscation. Any 
other goods belonging to the same owner which form part of the 
same consignment, and the means of transport hv which the 
whole consignment is carried shall likewise he subject to 
confiscation.
